MR.  GHA IRIAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  upon  the  health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ar.rpthill  Urban  District 
for  the  year  1954* 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  District  during  1954  indicate  a 
satisfactory  level  of  health  in  the  community* 

The^birth  rato  continues  to  be  high  and  the  infant  mortality  low 
(one  death  under  the  ago  of  one  year),  and  the  death  ratG  very  low.  With 
such  a small  population,  however,  wide  fluctuations  of  these  rates  are  to 
bo  expected  and  are  not  of  groat  significance* 

Throughout  the  year  the  water  supply  of  tho  District  was  adequate  in 
quant ity  and  quality  and  a further  small  extension  was  made  to  tho  mains. 
Practically  all  tho  promises  in  tho  District  are  on  main  drainage.  This 
is  causing  some  overloading  of  the  Sewage  Works  which  is  in  need  of 
considerable  extension  and  alteration  to  take  tho  ever  increasing  load* 

__  ^During  'tb.o  yoar  tho  A ip  thill  Ilouso  Estate  was  devolopod  for  private 
x osidontial  purposes.  It  will  bo  of  groat  benefit  to  tho  District* 

xao  County  Report  of  tho  1951  Census  was  published  during  tho  yoar 
and  revealed  some  interesting  facts*  Tv;  population  of  Bedfordshire 
increased  from  63,59o  in  1801  to  206,462  in  1921*  At  this  time  tho 
population  of  Ampthill  Urban  District  was  2,270,  it  had  fallen  slightly 
in  1931  to  2,168  and  in  1951  it  had  rison  to  2,873,  (1,364  males  and 
1,509  fcmalos),  an  incroas©  in  20  years  of  32.5$  only  3.7 $ of  which  was 
accountoo.  for  by  natural  increase  resulting  in  an  oxcoss  of  births  ov..r 
deaths.  A 28.8$  increase,  therefore,  being;  duo  to  inward  migration. 

No  indication  of  tho  origin  of  this  increase  is  giVGn  for  this  district 
DUt  taking  the  County  as  a whole,  out  of  overy  1,000  of  the  population 
60  persons  were  born  in  Wales,  Scotland  or  Ireland,  7 in  Commonwealth 
or  Colonial  countrios  and  19  in  foreign  countries.  A tabular  analysis  of 
the  total  population  showing  ago  and  sox  structure  is  shown  in  tho  body 
of  tho  report. 

912  dvv'^xlihgs  wore  found  to  bo  occupied,  including  1 caravan  and 
39  were  vacant  at  tho  timo  of  tho  Census*  A oortain  amount  of  over- 
crowding was  revealed,  for  instance;  no  persons  were  found  to  bo  living 
rnoro  than  3 per  room,  19  persons  more  than  2 per  room,  54  persons  mora 
than  l£  per  room  and  2e3  rnoro  than  1 per  room,  i.o.  0.69$  living  more 
than  2 per  room  in  1951,  compared  with  0.53$  in  1931.  This  indicates  a 
s.ight  increase  in  overcrowding.  Approximately  17$  of  hcusoholds  had  no 
piped  water  supply,  1$  had  no  cooking  stoves,  11$  no  kitchen  sinks, 
no  W.C. , and  45$  no  bathroom.  Only  52$  of  households  had  tho 
oxc  usiv.v  uoo  ox  all  xivo  of  those  amenities.  Of  those  persons  not  living 
in  private  households,  4 were  living  in  hotels  and  99  in  miscellaneous 
establishments.

Many  of  tho  inhabitants  travol  daily  to  Luton  and  Bedford  for  thoir 
employment,  particularly  in  tho  faotorios  thoro,  but  others  aro  employed 
at  Messrs.  J.R.  Ferguson’s  factory  and  the  brickworks  which  are  quite 
nearby#  The  remainder  aro  engaged  in  farming,  markot  gardening  and 
othor  omploymont  consistent  with  a small  town  of  this  sizo# 

Ampthill  P^rk  providos  facilities  for  crickot,  football,  hockoy 
and  fishing,  and  a children’s  recreation  ground  whoro  oquipmont  is 
continually  boing  addod.

Tho  Anpthill  Urban  District  Council's  Waterworks  situated  at  Clophill , 
has  three  boreholes  sunk  into  thG  greensand  which  supply  the  whole  of  tho 
Urban  District,  together  with  bulk  supplies  to  tho  Ampthill  Rural  District 
Council* 


The  water  is  treated  for  hardness  with  Hydrated  Buxton  lime,  flows 
through  sedimentation  tanks,  is  treated  with  Cal , on  and  chlorine,  then 
filtered  .before  passing  into  tho  pumping  and  distribution  mains. 

Daily  tests  are  carried  out  for  hardness  and  residual  chlorine,  and  at 
monthly  intervals  bacteriological  examinations  aro  mado  of  samples  taken 
from  various  points  in  tho  aroa  of  supply.  In  addition  periodical  chemical 
analyses  aro  made  of  tho  raw  and  treated  water,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
noto  that  both  tho  bactoriological  and  tho  chomioal  examinations  have 
rcvoalod  a high  standard  of  purity. 
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The  water  as  passed  into  supply  is  slightly  hard,  averaging  14.2  parts 
per  100,000*  It  has  no  plumbo- solvent  action.

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  sited  at  Abbey  lane  and  consists  of  the 
following:-  Detritus  and  sedimentation  tanks,  rotary  percolating  filters, 
humus  tanks,  stoim  water  overflows  and  sludge  lagoons.  Tho  treated  offluont 
discharges  into  Running  Waters  Brook  which  ontors  tho  River  Eiitt.  ' During 
tho  yoar  further  sludge  bods  wore  constructed  using  Council  labour,  and  tho 
Consulting  Engineers  continued  with  tho  preparation  of  tho  extension  schomo. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  of  pollution  wore  roooivod,  but  samplos  of  sowago  offluont 
and  water  from  Running  Waters  Brook  wore  not  of  a high  standard. 

4.  Closet  Accommodation. 

Tho  majority  of  tho  premises  in  tho  town  have  water  carriage  systems, 
but  thirty-nino  houses  with  no  sower  available  arc  drainod  to  cesspools.  Ton 
cottages  {isolated  cottages  and  agricultural  dwellings)  havo  only  pail  closots. 

5.  Public  Cleansing. 

Tho  collection  and  disposal  of  houso  rofusc  has  boon  carried  out  by  a 
privato  contractor  with  a properly  covorod  rofuso  collecting  vehiolo.  A 
weekly  collection  is  in  operation  and  tho  refuso  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  a site  near  Bedford  Road  Hill. 

6.  Salvage. 

During  tho  yoar  13  tons  18  cwts.  of  waste  papor  was  oolloctod  and  sold 
which  realised  tho  sum  of  £79.  13.  0.  Only  waste  papor  from  business  premises 

noar  tho  town  contro  was  collected  as  it  is  found  uneconomical  to  colloct 
from  housos  and  premisos  throughout  tho  whole  district.

8.  HOUSING. 

Twenty  Council  houses  wore  completed  during  the  yoar,  making  the  total 
number  of  post-war  dwellings  128,  consisting  of  104  traditional  housos,  18 
traditional  typo  flats  and  six  prefabricated  bungalows.  5 private  housos 
wore  completed  and  occupied.

A trained  operator  has  boon  employed  to  carry  out  the  destruction  of 
rodents,  make  survoys,  otc.,  and  take  such  stops  as  to  koep  infestations 
down  to  tho  minimum.  Regular  treatments  woro  carried  out  at  tho  Refuse  Tip 
and  Sewage  works  and  domestic  and  business  promises  were  attended  to  as  and 
whon  required.  Regular  surveys  of  ditches  and  streams  in  the  district 
generally  woro  carried  out  and  tho  nocossary  treatment  given.
